This class
deviation implements Section E07 of the National Defense
Authorizacion Act for Fiscal Year :997 (Pub. L. 104-201).

Secticn B07 amends 10 U.S.C. 23092(7) and 41 U.S8.C. 259{d}

(1) Increase the simplified acquisition threshold to
$200,00¢ fcr contracts to be awarded and performed. or purchases
to be made, outside the United States in support of humanitarian
sr peacekeeping operations; and o

(2) Define the term "humanitarian or peacekeeping operaticn”
&8s "a military operation in support of cthe provision of
rumanitarian or foreign dimsascter assistance or in support of a
oeacekseping operation under chapter VYI or VIT cf the Charter cf

t.he Unitad Nations. The term does not include rocutine training,
force rotation, or stationing.®

remain in effect until the FAR is revised.

SUBJECT: Acquisition Reform Initiative to Change the
Definition of Simplified Acquisition Threshold

BACKGROUND: The definition of simplified acquisition
threshold was changed by Congress, included in the 1997
Authorization Bill as an amendment to Title 10, and signed
by President Clinton.

DISCUSSION:

The definition of simplified acquisiticn thresheld is
covered in Section 403 of the Office of Federal Procurement
Policy Act (41 U.S.C. 403), which reads: " 'simplified
acquistion threshold' means $100,000."

.
The new language, per the Author

(Armed Forces), section 2302 enhances that language and
reads {(changes in bold print}: "(7) (A) The term 'simplified
acquisition threshold' has the meaning provided that term in
section 403 of the Office of Federal Procurement Policy Act
{41 U.S.C. 403), except that, in the case of any contract to
be awarded and performed, or purchase to be made, outside
e United States in support of a contingency operation or a
humanitarian or peacekeeping operation, the term means an
amount equal to two times the amount specified for that term
in section 403 of such Act.

(B) In subparagraph (A), the term 'humanitarian or
Peacekeeping operation' means a military operation in
support of the provision of humanitarian or foreign disaster
assistance or in support of a peacekeeping operation under
chapter VI or VII of the Charter of the United Nations. The
term does not include routine training, force rotation, or
stationing." o
This language has also been included in Section 309(d) o
the Federal Property and Administration Services Act of
(41 U.5.C. 259(d)) which governs civilian agency
acquisitions.

FACT SHEET for Radiation Protection Officers, Laser Safety
Officers, Range Safety Personnel, and Procurement Activities

SUBJECT: PROCUREMENT AND USE OF OUTDCOR LASER SYSTEMS ON MILITARY
FACILITIES

1. PROBLEM. Several laser system manufacturers market off-the-
shelf laser products that they declare either to be compliant
with 21CFR1040 or are labeled as "military exempt" from this
federal regulation. Many of these systems have not been
formerly certified as exempt by the government contract office

and have not been evaluated for compliance with military or
federal reguirements by the approprriate DoD laser safetvy
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representatives.
2. BACKGROUND.

a. FDA REQUIREMENTS. Laser products normally must comply with
the

Radiation Safety Performance Standards issued by the Food and
Drug Administration (FDA), National Center for Devices end
Radiological Health (CDRH), in Title 21, Code of Federal
Regulations, Subchapter J Part 1040.,10 and 1040.11. The FDA
does not evaluate laser product compliance with these laws.
These standards require laser system manufacturers to include
certain safety design features in laser products sold in the
United States. Such products may be required to incorporate
safety features such as warning lights, warning labels,
housing interlocks, etc. For several reasons, some military
systems have been exempted from this standard.

b. MILITARY LASER EXEMPTION. In 1976, the FDA Commissioner has
exempted military laser products from the provisions of the FDA
Standard (FDA Exemption No. 76 EL-1 DOD). This exemption is

only for military lasers used for actual combat or combat
training or those classified in the interest of national
security. Government contracting officials must certify that
these laser products can employ this exemption by preparing a
letter to the manufacturer of a specific product. MIL-STD-1425A
provides altemative requirements for the safe design of
military exempt laser products. The military exXemption issued
to the DOD requires manufacturers to meet all requirements of

21 TRINAN F 1
21CFR1040 for these systems except where comy;lance would

hinder mission fulfillment during actual combat or combat
training operations or when the laser product is classified in
the interest of national security.
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3. RECOMMENDATIONS,

a. Ensure that all laser systems intended for actual combat or
combat training or that are classified in the interest of
national security have been evaluated by the appropriate DoD
laser safety representatives and/or the DoD Laser Safety Review
Board.

b. Do not assume that a laser product has been reviewed by the
appropriate DoD laser safety representatives and/or the DoD
Laser Safety Review Board unless it is in MIL-HDBK-828.
